The 
show, which was comprised of some of the 
paintings reproduced here, featured 
fictionalized pairings of LAPD officers and 
‘gang members dancing.

My work for 
many years has been to understand hatred in 
society and how, as an artist, to dissolve it by 
bridging vast social divides. This is something 
| thought I had succeeded at via this 
exhibition. Yet these pictures, these ideas, are 
being censored. My rights and my freedom of 
expression are under attack.”
